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1 . The arrangement of the specification is not in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .77(b). 
The location of parts of the specification is not arranged according to structure as 
outlined below. For example, the Abstract (page 2) should be located on a separate 
page as the last page of the specification (following the claims); the Abstract, repeated 
on page 4 should be deleted as well as the table listing the Inventors, Application No. as 
well as other descriptions within the same table; the Referenced Cited on pages 4-5 in 
tabular form should also be deleted from the specification as such raises confusion 
during examination and appears to be in the form of an Information Disclosure 
Statement (IDS) (PTO Form 1449) that should have been presented in a separate letter 
from the specification using PTO Form 1449, however Applicants can refer to such 
references in the Background of the Invention by explanation of their relevance within 
the scope of the invention in literary format if they so choose; the claims (pages 6-8) 
should be located after the Detailed Description of the Invention; additionally there 
appears to be some redundant statements in the heading prior to the claims beginning 
with the phrase "The embodiments of the invention ..."

time of 14 billionths of a second and with a measurement accuracy of +/- 2%," "means 
for sensing neutral to earth voltage differentially with an external or internal power 
adapter power supply of 9V DC/60mA power supply," "means for securely housing the 
entire oscilloscope monitoring system of this invention within a locked dust and insect 
proof enclosure using security screws and locks" as mentioned in claim 1 in addition to 
other means described in claims 2-4 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the 
claim(s). No new matter should be entered.

Ackerman et al (4355595), Street et al (4401055), Winter et al (4551633), 
Montreuil (5825170) and Graham (6234108) show various applications of means for 
sensing neutral to earth voltage events.
